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God’s Remedy for Atheism

Text: “Then said Jesus unto 
him, Except ye see signs and won- 
ders, ye will not believe.” John 4: 
48. 

The Divine Order 

God knew what was in human 
nature. He knew the depraved 
condition of the heart and how it 
would be unable to accept the 
truth without tangible evidence, 
though such evidence was neces- 
sarily in demand to accomplish the 
divine purpose and supply the need 
of the human race. Therefore, 
Christ’s own ministry was “ap- 
proved of God ... by miracles, 
wonders and signs.”’ And not only 
was His ministry so accompanied, 
but it is written that “these signs 
shall follow them that believe; In 
my name shall they cast out de- 
vils; they shall speak with new 
tongues: they shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any dead- 
ly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick. 
and they shall recover.” Christ’s 
own ministry was the foundation 
and pattern for all New Testament 
ministries, therefore this catalog 
of signs was to follow believers, 
and especially His ministers, on 
an enlarged scale as it is written, 
“Greater works than these shall 
ye do because I go unto my Fath- 
er.”’ 

That the ministry of the apos- 
tles and ministers of the early 
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church age was in keeping with 
the divine pattern is particularly 
in evidence from Mark 16: 19, 20. 
where it is written, “So then after 
the Lord had spoken unto them, 
he was received up into heaven, 
and sat on the right hand of God. 
And they went forth, and preached 
every where, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the 
word with signs following. Amen,” 
and the Acts of the Apostles 
throughout. 


Its Purpose 


The purpose of these signs was 
twofold: (1) to supply the need of 
God’s people by ministering unto 
them; (2) to provide evidence of 
the invisible, thus giving proof of 
God’s existence and presence with- 
in the universe and also among 
His people. It was the decline cf 
the manifestation of the superna- 
tural within the early church 
which allowed the powers of dark- 
ness to envelope the church with 
unbelief and infidelity. The refus- 
al of a scholarly but formal and 
dead ministry of the middle ages, 
and especially the last times, to 
believe in the power of the old 
time gospel, has caused the awful 
deluge of atheism which is sweep- 
ing the world today. When the 
ministers no longer believe in the 
supernatural, atheism is well un- 
der way and is the inevitable re- 
sult. The church was the only 
agency that could have prevented 





atheism. When the ministers de- 
nied the supernatural, refused and 
opposed the workings of the Holy 
Ghost within their midst, they at 
the same time educated their con- 
gregations in unbelief and infidel- 
ity and became the agencies thru 
which the foundation of atheism 
was first and actually laid. 
But God 
Who had ordained it otherwise 
and who had through the Holy 
Spirit placed within the church a 
ministry of “signs and wonders, 
and with divers miracles, and gifts 
of the Holy Ghost according to his 
own will,” has through His loving 
kindness for the human race su- 
perceded the powers of darkness 
and effort of false teachers by re- 
serving for us an outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit to be manifested in 
the end of the age. In Acts 2:17 it 
is written, “And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, I 
will pour out my spirit upon ail 
flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shal) prophecy, and 
your young men shall see visions, 
and your old men shall dream 
dreams: and on my servants and 
on my handmaidens I will pour out 
of my spirit in those days; and 
they shall prophecy; And I will 
show wonders in heaven above; 
and signs in the earth beneath: 
blood, and fire, and vapor of 
smoke; the sun shall be turned in- 
to darkness, and the moon inio 
blood, before that great and nota- 
ble day of the Lord come: and it 
shall come to pass, that whosoever 
shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.”

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Our Day in the Light of Prophecy 


. “Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will save my people from 
the east country, and from the 
west country; and I will bring 
them, and they shall dwell in the 
midst of Jerusalem: * * * For be- 
fore these days there was no hire 
for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither was there any peace to him 
that went out or came in because 
of the affliction: for I set all men 
every one against his neighbour.” 

These foregoing scriptures de- 
scribe the labor conditions exist- 


ing in the whole world today. The ° 


time has come again when the 
peace of the Jews is greatly dis- 
turbed because of various nations’ 
hatred toward them, and God is 
setting His hand again to return 
them to the land promised them 
when the world was young. But 
“before these days there was no 
hire for man,” saith the prophet 
Zechariah. This scripture needs 
but little comment. What millions 
of persons have felt in the last few 
years speaks louder than words, 
yet we must not lose sight of the 
fact that God has stopped the on- 
ward trend of a proud, haughty, 
self-willed people long enough to 
fulfill another prophecy at a time 
appointed. 

When we turn to 2 Chr. 15:3-7, 
we read, “Now for a long season 
Israel hath been without the true 
God, and without a_ teaching 
priest, and without law. But when 
they in their trouble did turn unto 
the Lord God of Israel, and sought 
him, he was found of them. And in 
those times there was no peace to 
him that went out, nor to him that 
came in, but great vexations were 
upon all the inhabitants of the 
countries. And nation was de- 
stroyed of nation, and city of city 
for God did vex them with all ad- 
versity. The word “adversity” 
means the reverse of prosperity. 
You will recall, however, that 
great efforts have been made and 
are still being made by the great 
leading men of the nations to find 
and bring back to life the old 
bird “Prosperity” which has so 
mysteriously fallen from its perch; 
but it seems just about as soon as 
this high-hatted army of brave ex- 
plorers advance into the political 
wilderness they become lost them- 
selves and begin to cry for help. 
What is the matter with the world 
today? Why cannot there be

something done to relieve the 
world of this great distress? Why 
because God’s Word must be ful- 
filled. 


Isa. 33:6, “And wisdom and 
knowledge shall be the stability of 
thy times, and strength of thy sal- 
vation.”’ Salvation means, “The 
act of saving.” Almost everybody 
is depending upon the wisdom and 
knowledge of men to bring about 
better times and save them from 
the awful distress that is  over- 
whelming the world. Russia is 
looking to Stalin; Italy to Mussoli- 
ni; Germany to Hitler; while Pre- 
sident Roosevelt has been granted 
almost dictatorial power. Jer. 17:5, 
“Thus saith the Lord; Cursed be 
the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose 
heart departeth from the Lord.” 
When we take a look backward 
through the Bible we find every 


.king who left God out of his work 


and undertook within himself, be- 
came a miserable failure; just so 
will the wicked rulers today be 
doomed who forget God and try to 


run or govern the nations with 
their great wisdom. 
Apparent efforts have been 


made to bring about disarmament, 
hoping to establish peace; yet, af- 
ter two conference meetings at 
yeneva, we learn it has served to 
irritate the spirit of war more than 
to crush it. In the 13 chapter of 
Ezekiel we read, “Because they 
have seduced my people, saying, 
Peace; and there was no peace; 
and one built up a wall and, 
lo, others daubed it with untemper- 
ed morter: Therefore thus saith 
the Lord God; I will rend it with a 
stormy wind in my fury;**So will 
I break down the wall that you 
have daubed with untempered 
morter.” There is no stability to 
things. While they try to remedy 
one thing another breaks down. 
In most every city strike agitators 
walk the streets with their signs; 
the striking spirit is on. These 
great strikes may result in the 
government control of the nation’s 
industry. Should this take place, 
the only thing then would be for 
the socialists to overthrow the 
capitalists, and every gulley would 


be bridged and the highways pav- 
ed for the oncoming march of 
Antichrist and his godless ar- 
mies. The Reds are organizing in 
this country; the world is looking 
for a superman. I do not believe 
Antichrist has appeared in person 
yet, for Paul tells us in 2 Thess. 
“Only he who now letteth will let, 
until he be taken out of the way 
and then shall that Wicked be re- 
vealed.” Also, in Rev. 6 we read 
of the appearance of Antichrist 
when the first seal is broken. How- 
ever, the spirit of Antichrist must 
precede his coming in person, 
otherwise the world would not be 
ready to receive him. 

When John the Baptist came 
preaching in the wilderness of Ju- 
dea, he said, “Repent ye: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand,** 
prepare ye the way of the Lord 
make his paths straight.” Johnwas 
a forerunner of Christ who was 
yet to come. Stalin, who said God 
must be out of Russia in _ five 
years, and Mussolini of Italy, are 
forerunners of Antichrist, who are 
preparing the way for his coming 
by teaching ungodliness and refus- 
ing to allow public worship or 
children under eighteen years of 
age to be taught the Bible. Sign- 
boards in Russia display funny 
pictures of God and of Christ, and 
no capital letters are allowed to 
begin the name Jehovah, Christ or 
the Holy Ghost. Mussolini says he 
is the greatest man that ever lived 
and that Christ never lived. When 
we read Zechariah 6:1-8 we learn 
that these white and black horses 
which go forth in the sixth chap- 
ter of Revelation, go toward the 
north country, and that the angel 
whom Zechariah called his Lord, 
said, “Behold, these that go _ to- 
ward the north country have 
quieted my spirit in the north 
country.” Russian philosophers, 
say they are entering the age of 
Antichrist; H. G. Wells says, ““The 
ship of civilization is not going to 
sink fifty years from now but is 
already sunk.” 

We may rest assured when An- 
tichrist makes his appearance the 
world will be rotten to the core 
and ready to receive him. Jesus 
said in Matt. 24:12, “Because ini- 


quity doth abound, the love of 
many shall wax cold.” Iniquity 
means wickedness, injustice 


crime, evil. It is true the motion 
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picture theaters, which the Cath- 
olics and other denominations are 
protesting so strongly against, are 
schools where crimes are bred and 
should be stamped out of business, 
but should they be able to banish 
this evil would it bring the world 
to any higher degree of decency? 
in a nation where lunch counters 
are turned into wide open saloons. 
where young bob-haired, cigar- 
ette-sucking, beer-guzzleing, face- 
painted, flippant girls from the age 
of twelve years to twenty, sit most 
of the night under the wing of a 
he-demon with breeches on, in the 
form of a man who would not hes- 
itate to take the life of his grand- 
mother much less steal the virtue 
of a young girl; in a nation that 
leads the world in divorce cases, 
suicides, kidnapping, murdering, 
robbing, etc.; where public bath- 
ing beaches are becoming nudist 
beaches. Just a few miles from the 
city where I am at present the cit- 
izens of a certain community 
made a complaint to the officers 
because men from twenty to forty 
years of age were bathing in 
sight of their residents without 
bathing suits; also that young 
girls were roaming the streets un- 
til daylight in the mornings, sing- 
ing, whistling, yelling with only 
pajamas on or less. 

Jesus said, “As the days of Noe 
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were, so shall the coming of the 
Son of man be. They’ were 
eating and _ drinking, marry- 
ing and giving in marriage, 
until the day Noe entered the ark.” 
Paul said in 1 Thess. 5:1-6, “But 
of the times and seasons, brethren 
ye have no need that I write unto 
you. For yourselves know per- 
fectly that the day of the Lord so 
cometh as a thief in the night. But 
ye, brethren, are not in darkness, 
that that day should overtake you 
as a thief. Therefore let us nod 
sleep, as do others; but let us 
watch and be sober.” “Behold, [ 
come quickly; and my reward is 
with me.” “He that is unjust let 
him be unjust still: he which is 
filthy,let him be filthy still.”” Letthe 
critic laugh, the scoffer mock, and 
the sluggard sleep; behold He 
cometh. Let the murderer contin- 
ue to kill, the drunkard drink on, 
the gambler shuffle his cards, and 
pleasure-seeking, covetous hearts 
go on after the world; behold He 
cometh! Let the backbiter con- 
tinue to backbite, let the pouter 
pout, let the non-church goer stay 
at home; behold He cometh! “And 
unto them that look for Him shell 
He appear the second time with- 
out sin unto salvation. Therefore 
be ye also ready for in such an 
hour as ye THINK NOT the Son 
of Man cometh. 


Gesus “ill Gome Again 


ALBERT REEVES 


Those who in all ages have be- 
lieved in the literal, personal, visi- 
ble coming of Jesus Christ the se- 
cond time to this earth, have not 
followed cunningly devised fables. 
This doctrine is one of the funda- 
mental doctrines of Holy Scrip- 
ture. It finds a larger place in the 
pages of Holy Writ than any other 
doctrine of the Church, this glor- 
ious event being mentioned more 
than three hundred times in the 
New Testament alone. 


To the devout believer in the 
Bible there can be no doubt that 
Jesus will come again. The faith 
of the believer in this doctrine is 
founded, not on any theory of his 
own, but upon the clear and con- 
vincing testimony of the Sacred 
Writings, and especially upon the 
testimony of Jesus Himself, who 
repeated again and again to His 
disciples the teaching that He 


would come the second time. An 
examination of the teaching of the 
Scriptures on this point will dis- 
solve all doubts that may exist re- 
garding the second coming of 
Christ. 
The Testimony of Jesus 

Just before His death Christ 
said to His disciples, ‘‘Let not your 
heart be troubled: ye believe in 


God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are many man- 
sions: if it were not so I. would 


have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you, and if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you I will come 
again and receive you unto my- 
self; that where I am there ye may 
be also.” John 14:1-3. Here is a 
clear-cut, unequivocal promise, the 
meaning of which there is no pos- 
sibility of mistaking. The Master 
Himself said, “I will come again.” 
In the same chapter He repeats 
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this by saying, “I will not leave 
you comfortless (Margin, or- 
phans) : I will come to you,” John 
14:18. And again He said, “I go 
away and come again unto you,” 
John 14:28. 

To the unbelieving Pharisees 
and scribes just before His betray- 
al, He said, “Ye shall not see me 
henceforth till ye shall say, Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of 
the Lord,” Matt. 23:39. 

When instructing His discipies 
in answer to their questions as to 
“What shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the 
world?” (Matt. 24:3), Jesus said, 
“And then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of Man in heaven:**** 
and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory,” Matt. 
24:30. And to His disciples again 
He said, “For the Son of man shall 
come in the glory of his Father 
with his angels,” Matt. 16:27. 

When adjured by the high priest 
at His trial, Jesus answered, 
“Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven,” Matt. 26:64. And in the 
last chapter of the Bible this same 
Jesus repeats three times to His 
servant John this truth of His sec- 
ond coming, “Behold, I come 
quickly;” ‘And, behold, I come 
quickly;” “Surely I come quickly,” 
(Rev. 22:7, 12, 20.) This uniform 
testimony of the Savior is enough 
to create conviction in every heart 
which accepts Him as its Guide 
and Teacher. There is no doubt 
there. Jesus is coming again. 

The Testimony of Enoch 

But there is other testimony in 
the Bible in addition to that of 
Jesus Himself. This truth of the 
second coming of Christ to estab- 
lish an everlasting kingdom and 
judge the world has béen known 
and taught from the earliest times. 
The ancient patriarchs, even be- 
fore the flood, believed it and 
taught it. “And Enoch also, the 
seventh from Adam, prophesied of 
these, saying, Behold the Lord 
cometh with ten thousands of his 
saints, to execute judgment upon 
all,” Jude 14, 15. 

The Testimony of David 

David, under the inspiration of 
God, sang of the time “When the 
Lord shall build up Zion, he shall 
appear in his glory,” Psa. 102:16. 
And he said again, “For he com- 
eth, for he cometh to judge the 
earth: he shall judge the world 
with righteousness, and the people 
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with his truth,” Psa. 96:13. And 
of this time David again says, “Let 
the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein. Let the floods clap 
their hands: Let the hills be joyful 
together before the Lord; for he 
cometh to judge the earth; with 
righteousness shall he judge the 
world, and the people with equity,” 
Psa. 98:7-9. 
The Testimony of Isaiah 

The prophets also teach the 
same truth of the second coming 
of Christ. Isaiah repeatedly refers 
to this subject. He says, “And it 
shall be said in that day, Lo, this 
is our God; we have waited for 
him and he will save us.” “For be- 
hold the Lord cometh out of his 
place to punish the inhabitants of 
the earth for their iniquity.” “Say 
to them that are of a fearful heart, 
Be strong, fear not. Behold your 
God will come with vengeance. 
even God with a recompense; he 
will come and save you.” “Behold 
the Lord God will come _ with 
strong hand, and his arm _ shall 
rule for him.” “For, behold, the 
Lord will come with fire, and with 
his chariots like a whirlwind,” 
(Isa. 25:9; 26:21; 35:4; 40:10; 66: 
15). 

The Testimony of Paul 

This truth is also taught by the 
apostles. Paul says, “Every man in 
his own order. Christ the first- 
fruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming.” “For our 
conversation is in heaven; from 
whence also we look for the Sav- 
ior, the Lord Jesus Christ.” “Ye 
turned to God from idols to serve 
the true and living God; and to 
wait for his Son from heaven.” 
“For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presence of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ at his coming?” “To the 
end he may stablish your hearts 
wnblamable in holiness before 
God, even our Father, at the com- 
ine of our Lord Jesus Christ with 
all his saints.” “For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven 
with a shout.” “The Lord Jesus 
shall be revealed from heaven 
with his mighty angels.” “Looking 
for that blessed hope, and the glo- 
rious appearing of the great God 
and our Savior Jesus Christ.” “So 
Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; ‘and unto them 
that look for him shall he appear 
the second time.” ‘For yet a little 
while, and he that shall come will 
come, and will not tarry,” (1 Cor. 
15:23; Phil. 3:20; 1 Thess. 1:9, 10; 
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2:19; 3:13; 4:16; 2 Thess. 1:7; Ti- 
tus 2:13; Heb. 9:28; 10:37). 
The Testimony of Peter 

And Peter unites his testimony 
to that of Paul as follows: “Repent 
ye therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out. 
when the time of refreshing shall 
come from the presence of the 
Lord; and he shall send Jesus 
Christ, which before was preached 
unto you.” “Wherefore gird up the 
loins of your mind, be sober, and 
hope to the end for the grace that 
is to be brought unto you at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ.” “And 
when the chief shepherd shall ap- 
pear, ye shall receive a crown of 
glory that fadeth not away.” “For 
we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
but were eye witneses of his ma- 
jesty.” (Acts 3:19, 20; 1 Peter 1. 
13; 5:4; 2 Peter 1:16). 


The Testimony of James 


James, the brother of the Lord, 
gives a similar testimony: “Be pa- 
tient therefore, brethren. unto the 
coming of the Lord, for the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh,” James 
5:7, 8. 


The Testimony of John 


John testifies to the same truth. 
“And now, little children. abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear 
we may have confidence, and not 
be ashamed before him at his com- 
ing.” “Beloved, now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we 
know that, when he shall appear. 
we shall be like him.” “Behold, he 
cometh with clouds; and every eye 
shall see him,” (1 John 2:28; 3:2; 
Rev. 1:7.) 

So important is this truth of the 
Lord’s second coming that the 
Father, at the time of the ascen- 
sion of Jesus, sent two angels with 
a special message to the earth to 
tell His disciples that He would re- 
turn. The record says, “And while 
they looked steadfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two 
men stood bv them in white ap- 
parel; which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up 
into heaven? this same _ Jesus. 
which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven,” Acts 1:10, 11. 

I pray this will be of benefit to 
some lost soul for Jesus is coming 
again, and it won’t be long.

God is now using to maintain faith 
in His Word by a manifestation of 
the gifts of the Spirit mentioned in 
1 Cor. 12:4-11. The revival of 
these gifts through the outpoured 
Spirit is the latter rain given for 
the purpose of bringing to matur- 
ity that part of Christianity that 
will accept the truth that it may 
be prepared for His coming and 
for the rapture. James exhorts us, 
“Be patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. Be- 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain.” 
Jas. 5:7. During God’s patient 
waiting He hath committed the af- 
fairs of the church unto His min- 
isters, during which time He has,to 
serve His own purpose, manifested 
Himself in signs and wonders 
among His people when their sanc- 
tity and nearness would afford 
such manifestation, and will so 
continue to do until His coming 
for the precious fruit of the earth 
All that prevents His coming now 
is that He is waiting for the yield 
of fruitfulness which may be ac- 
complished by the latter rain of 
His Spirit. 

Material Signs 

Along with the outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit in these last days, 
in which God has said, ““Your sons 
and daughters shall prophecy, and 
your young men shall see visions 
and your old men_ shall dream 
dreams,” He also promises that on 
His servants and handmaidens He 
will pour out His Spirit and make 
prophets of them. If those who are 
educationally and_ intellectually 
prepared for the ministry will not 
accept the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, that God may work through 
them, He will, by His Spirit, raise 
up a new order and rank of minis- 
ters. It is particularly significant 
that along with the manifestation 
of the order of prophets here men- 
tioned and accompanying visions 
and dreams by which God _ has 
hoped to awaken from slumber 
and sinfulness that creation which 
He loved, He has also included 
material signs incident to give evi- 
dence of His presence in the earth. 
The scientist especially likes to 
have something to search after. 
Only a few more years and the as- 
tronomers, atheists, and scientists 
of all ranks will be very busy try- 
ing to account for the strange phe- 
nomena, such as blood, fire, and 
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vapor of smoke. According to 
Matt. 24:29 and Rev. 6:12-17 the 
darkening of the sun and the en- 
sanguined moon and falling stars 
and the shaking up of the powers 
of the heavens will occur during 
the tribulation and after the rap- 
ture. Before the World War the 
ministers were preaching, “The 
world is growing better,” the equi- 
valent of peace and safety. They 
were crying peace when there was 
none. Now a few quack physicians 
and pugilistic politicians, techno- 
crats, scientists, and atheists are 
busy trying to solve the world’s 
ills and to hear them talk they all 
have a solution, hence they are 
crying peace and safety. And right 
during the time of their campaign 
to bring peace out of chaos and 
confusion, these material sigus 
will appear and then you talk 
about a stir, those fellows will a! 
be busy when the heaven departs 
as a scroll, when it is rolled to- 
gether and every mountain and is- 
land will move out of their places 
and the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the capitalists, and 
chief captains and the mighty men, 
and every bond man, and every 
free man will hide themselves in 
the dens and in the rocks of the 
mountains and will say to the 
mountains and rocks, “Fall on us, 
and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb for 
the great day of his wrath has 
come: and who shall be_ able to 
stand.” The atheist will soon find 
that his house is built upon sand 
and that “the foundation of God 
standeth sure.” 
The Tribulation 

During the time God deals with 
communism, Hitlerism, and athe- 
ism, will be a time of exemplified 
trouble. Then communists will not 
slay God’s saints, Hitler will not 
dominate the church, atheists will 
no longer disbelieve God; they will 
all cry, ‘“The great day of his wrath 
has come.” God will be pouring out 
fire mingled with blood, the sun 
will be darkened, and there will be 
all kinds of cosmic disturbances. 
This kind of a thing is particularly 
reserved of God to deal with Anti- 
christ and atheism. When God be- 
gins to deal with atheism He will 
deal with it thoroughly; He will 
not cease until every raptured 
saint exclaims, “‘Alleluiah, Salva- 
tion, and glory, and honor, and 
power unto the Lord our God: for 
true and righteous are his judg- 
ments.” 
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The Two Witnesses 


During the tribulation the two 
witnesses mentioned in Rev. 11:3- 
12 will display their ministry in 
signs and wonders for the purpose 
of maintaining faith among God's 
people who are on earth during 
the reign of Antichrist. These wit- 
nesses have power to shut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy: and have power over 
waters to turn them to blood, and 
to smite the earth with all plagues, 
as often as they will. “And if any 
man will hurt them, fire proceed- 
eth out of their mouth, and de- 
voureth their enemies and if any 
man will hurt them, he must in 
this manner be killed.” These wit- 
nesses, though finally slain by 
Antichrist, are after three days 
and a half raised from the dead, 
and ascend up into heaven in a 
cloud and the same hour there 
will be a great earthquake. The 
Scripture says that the tenth part 
of the city will fall, 7,000 men will 
be slain, and the remnant will 
be affrightened and give glory to 
the God of heaven. During this 
time God will also terrify the beast 
through His judgments, his king- 
dom shall be full of darkness, they 
shall gnaw their tongues for pain, 
and through atheism Antichrist 
will exhalt himself above all that 
is called God or that is worshiped 
so that he, as God, sitteth in the 
temple of God showing himself 
that he is God. But he shall come 
to his end and none shall help him. 
When God’s judgments are made 
manifest in the earth the inhabi- 
tants of the earth will learn right- 
eousness and God will go atheism 
one better and make the wrath of 
man to praise Him and the remain- 
der of wrath He will restrain. Psa. 
76:10.

HOSEA PREACHES GOD’S LOVE 


TEXT: Hosea 11:1-4, 8, 9; 14:4-°9 — MEMORY VERSE: 1 John 4:8b 
TIME: Hosea prophesied about 750 to 725 B. C. — PLACE: North Israel. 


GOLDEN TEXT: For God so loved the world that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth on him should not perish, but have everlasting life— 


John 3:16. 


LEADING THOUGHT: God yearns for the restoration of all those who have 


departed from Him. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


GOD’S CALL 

V. 1. “When Israel was a child.” A 
reference to the early history of the pa- 
triarchs and sojourn of Israel in Egypt 
where they served as bond slaves. Israel 
was then in the childhood of the race 
and nation. “Then I loved him.” Proven 
by the manifest care of Jehovah over His 
covenanted people in delivering them 
from the hand of oppression in Egypt 
thru mighty signs and wonders, also thru 
provision of water from the rock, manna 
from heaven and driving out their ene- 
mies before them in giving them Ca- 
naan as a possession. “And called my son 
out of Egypt.” This statement admits the 
Fatherhood of God as taught by Jesus in 
the New Testament. God’s deliverance 
from Egypt and care for Israel was proof 
of His fatherly love. 

V. 2. “And they called them, so they 
went from them.” God called Israel time 
and again thru His prophets, trying ‘o 
establish the nation in ways of right- 
eousness, Israel ignored God’s call and 
command and went into sin and finally 
into captivity. “They sacrificed unto 
Baalim.” He was supposed to be the sun 
god, worshipped by the heathen tribes 
of Canaan, “And burned incense to grav- 
en images.” Thus they openly and flag- 
rantly violate the first and second com- 
mandments which forbid the making of 
or worshipping of graven images. 

MANNER OF GOD’S DEALINGS 

V. 3. “I taught Ephraim also to go.” 
Ephraim was the chief tribe of the 
northern kingdom. When it was weak 
and tottering God dealt kindly and gent- 
ly with it as a mother would her child. 
As the child has its state of infancy, even 
so also has all the nations had such a 
period. “Taking them by their arms; but 
they knew not that I healed them.” As 
the mother lifted her child to his feet by 
his arms, to guard against him stumbling 
and falling, even so Jehovah sought to 
guide Ephraim against any object which 
would incur a stumbling or making a 
false step, that they might be healed by 
preventing their fall. Such was the ob- 
ject and end of His commandments and 
message to both priesthood and prophets. 

Vv. 4. “I drew them with cords of a 
man, with bands of love.” The lesson con- 
tinues to portray Jehovah’s fatherly 
guidance of Israel. Previously He had 


held them by their arms when the na- 
tion was weaker, after which He leads 
them as with a eord as parents use to 
lead their children. These cords were used 
differently from those which were 
employed in taming or breaking unman- 
ageable animals. The bands of love were 
unlike the bands of the yoke fastened 
on the neck of the plow ox or heifer. 
Ephraim was compared to a heifer which 
was led by a cord or rope. Israel was 
led With cords of man and not with cords 
as of a heifer which one drags along 
with resistance, As natural love coaxes 
our fellowmen to do things, so Jehovah 
taught Israel] to go by bands of love. 
“And I was to them as they that take 
off the yoke on their jaws.” His purpose 
was to undo the heavenly burdens of 
their fallen calamity and oppression un- 
der sin and heathen tribes and teach 
them His parental and fatherly love. 
“And I laid meat unto them.” Probably a 
reference to manna in the wilderness and 
selection of a land famous for its fruit a. 
was Canaan, Not only did He care for 
their physical life, but for their spiritual 
being as well, in providing a law of sa- 
crifice and priesthood that divine rela- 
tiorship might be established between 
Jehovah and His people. 
JEHOVAH’S LAMENT 

V. 8. “How shall I give thee up, 
Ephraim? how shall I deliver thee, Is- 
rael?” The latter is, How should I cast 
thee off, Israel? Jehovah’s love was ever- 
lasting and full of mercy, therefore to 
fail in His purpose or see His people 
cast off and forsaken, presents an un- 
bearable feature before Jehovah: and His 
prophet. “How shall I make thee as 
Admah? how shall I set thee as Zeboim?” 
Jehovah found it hard to consent to give 
His chosen people up to the power of the 
ehemy or to destroy them like as He 
had the cities here mentioned who were 
associate with Sodom and Gomorrah. 
Gen, 14:2, 8. “Mine heart is turned witi- 
in me.” His heart was changed from an- 
ger to pity toward Israel. “My repent- 
ings are kindled together.” God’s emo- 
tions were collected together or excited 
to compassion, and beginning to boil be- 
cause of His love for Israel whom He 
must discipline, 

Vv. 9. “I will not execute the fierce- 
ness Of mine anger.” His divine compas- 
sion would not allow the fierceness of 
His anger to run to its fullest extent. 
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“I will not return to destroy Ephraim.” 
After His tender care in helping Ephraim 
to walk, and leading them, He would not 
now entirely destroy it as a nation. 
“For I am God, and not man.” If God 
Was man He could exercise no greater 
compassion than that which might last 
for a season but in that He was God His 
love was everlasting and manifested it- 
self by the divine standard. “The Holy 
One in the midst of thee.” As the Holy 
One in the midst of Israel it was neces- 
sary that He must chastise and correct 
His straying children, that they might 
conform to divine principle, but not to 
utterly destroy them lest that principle 
and purpose should fail. “And I will not 
enter into the city.” The thought is that 
He would not enter into the city as an 
enemy as He had entered into the cities 
of the plain where He had destroyed 
other cities as mentioned above. 
JEHOVAH’S COMPASSION 

Vv. 4. “I will heal their backsliding, 
I will love them freely.” Tle manner in 
which Jehovah sought to remove their 
backsliding was thru’ grace _ provided, 
that lavishing His free love upon them 
He might overcome evil with good, thru 
the gospel of His grace. “For mine anger 
is turned away from him.” God’s anger 
which is directed against all sinners can 
alone he turned away from him thru 
repentence of his sins and acceptance of 
and conformity to the principle of that 
which is right. 

Vv. 5. “I will be as the dew unto Is- 
rael.” Palestine was a dry and thirsty 
land. There was little rain but the dew 
fell rather copiously, which fertilized the 
earth and refreshed the plant life, reviv- 
ing it and making things to gruw. As 
the dew was the source of fruitfulness 
of the land of Israel, even so the Spirit 
of God’s grace was to become the source 
of fruitfulness in Israel’s spiritual life. 
“He shall grow as the lily.” Palestine had 
many lilies made up of many qualities, 
consisting of its purity, beauty, fecundi- 
ty, perfume, and rapidity and statliness 
in its growth. Christ referred to the lily 
of the field as attired with more giory 
than Solomon. “And cast forth his roots 
as Lebanon.” Says Jerome, “Which strike 
their roots as far down into the depths 
as they lift their heads up into the air, 
so that they can be shaken by no storm, 
but by their stable massiveness main- 
tain their position.” The comparison is 
perhaps of the cedar of Lebanon. 

V. 6. “His branches shall spread.” 
This phrase represents enlargement of 
expansion. The tender branches as suck- 
ers spreading out in all directions, aptly 
set forth the multiplication and growth 
of Israel numerically. “And his beauty 
shall be as the olive tree.” It has been 
called the crown of the fruit trees of 
Palestine. Its fruitage was plentiful and 
useful, coupled with its splendor of 
green and enduring freshness of its fol- 
iage makes it a suitable picture of the 
beauty of holiness or spiritual graces. 
“And his smell as Lebanon.” A refercnce 
to the fragrance of the beautiful olive 
tree, a type of righteousness thru grace. 
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Vv. 7. “They that dwell under his 
Shadow shal] return; they shall revive 
as the corn, and grow as the vine: the 
scent thereof shall be as the wine of 
Lebanon.” The shadow of Israel was Goud 
whose overshadowing love would return, 
or bring His children back from cap- 
tivity and exile. The latter phrase of the 
verse speaks of a favored position and 
fruitfulness thru grace. 

EPHRAIM’S STABILITY AND 
BLESSING 

Vv. 8. “Ephraim shail say, What have 
I to do any more with idols?” The wor- 
shipping of idols was the cause of the 
Babylonian captivity which forever 
caused to cease such worship by the 
Jews and Israel. “I have heard him, and 
Observed him.” Jehovah has heard the 
penitent cry of Israel as He hears the 
sinner, and will accept him back again 
as His son, 1 John 3:1. “I am like a 
green fir tree. From me is thy fruit 
found.” God promises to make Israel as 
the green fir tree, which, though it is 
fruitless, thru Him He will prosper that 
nation and make it fruitful after its re 
turn from captivity. 

V. 9. “Who is wise, and he shall un- 
derstand these things?” That is, what 
has been taught by the prophet. “Pru- 
dent, and he shall know them? for the 
Ways of the Lord are right, and the just 
shall walk in them: but the transgres- 
sors shall fall therein.” God promises to 
those who repent that they shall know 
His ways, that they are right, and wa!k 
in them without fear, but that the trans- 
gressors shall fall through the _right- 
eous judgments which God has planned 
for the deliverance of those who accept 
them.
